HISTORY and HEARSAY 


A W EEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

Two years prior to Indiana 
becoming a state a group of 
German Protestants brought up 
thirty thousand acres of land on 
the Wabash River. The year was 
1814 and “F ather” George Rapp 
purchased the Posey County 
land for a m ere two dollars an 
acre. 
The purchase of land would 
enable a new communal society 
to spring up in pioneer Indiana. 
The 
com m unity 
was 
to 
be known 
as 
“ H arm onic” 
and its inhabitants becam e 
known as “ R appites.” The 
Harmonic community was to 
exist for the purpose of serving 
its members and not for per­ 
sonal 
financial 
gain. 
Its 
existence was summed up in 
five articles of agreement an­ 
nually signed by all members of 
the com m unityy. F irst, all 
property was held in common 
and Rapp and his associates 
held the title thereto. Second 
Obedience to the community 
was to be enforced. Third, Any 
person wishing to withdraw 
from the society was not to 
demand payment for any ser­ 
vices 
perform ed 
while 
member of 
the community. 
Fourth, in return for obeying 
these articles, the society would 
give all its members “womb to 
tomb” care so that they would 
lack nothing 
necessary 
to 
survive. F ifth, any person 
leaving the society would be 
given any property he donated 
to the society and those who 
came into its service without 
property would be given 
a 
money gift when they left the 
society. 
Through the years many of 
the community’s members left 
its 
care 
while 
in 
young 
adulthood and returned during 
middle or old age. The reason? 
Celibacy was strictly enforced 
and many couples left to m arry 
and raise a family and returned 
to the fold. Founder George 
Rapp would countenance no 
infringing of the rules. He was 
kind but firm. Any wrong doer 
must confess his or her sin to 
Rapp personally or be expelled 
Such punishm ent was ra re 
showing Rapp’s control of his 
community and his subjects 
obedience to him. 
The community flourished in 
spite of celibacy. By 1820 there ! 
were 750 m em bers at Harmonic. 
All of the members were deeply 
religious and believed Christ’s 
second coming imminent. Thus 
they worked hard so as not to be 
found wanting. As farmers they 
raised 
corn 
and 
as 
good 
Lutherans they also “raised 
wine.” By 1820 there were 150 
log houses at Harmonic along 
with a tavern and stable, a shoe 
and tailor shop; one steam mill, 
one 
wood 
factory, 
two 
graneries, one brewery, one 
church, a hatter’s shop, a soap 
boiling shop and a blacksmith 
shop. In addition, there was a 
wagon m aker’s shop, a car 
penter and cooper shop, 
a 
tanner and tinner, a weave 
shop, a doctor and laboratory 
shop, two saw mills, a Sadler 


shop and a rope maker shop and 
two brick yards. 
Such industriousness was 
rewarded and 1818 alone their 
products brought $13,141.83. 
These products were sold as far 
east at Pittsburgh and as far 
south as New Orleans. In 1819 
the 
society 
was 
worth 
$368,690.02. By 1823 they were 
wealthy enough to offer to loan 
the State of Indiana money at 
six per cent. They were also 
interested in the welfare of the 
new state. George Rapp’s son 
Frederick was a member of the 
constitutional convention at 
Corydon and he also served as 
one of the eight commissioners 
who selected Indianapolis as the 
site of the state capitol. 
How ever, 
tim es 
were 
changing even for the Rappites. 
N eighbors 
who 
w ere 
un­ 
sym pathetic to them were 
moving in all around and most 
of the products they made were 
sold not in Indiana but in the 
eastern states. So in 1824 the 
society voted to sell its Har­ 
monic community and to move 
to Econom y, 
Pennsylvania 
where it had another set­ 
tlement. 
In 
April, 
1824 
the 
Indiana 
property 
was 
ad ­ 
vertised for sale. In January, 
1825, Robert Owen purchased 
the property for $150,000. He 
would establish a non-sectarian 
com m unity 
called 
“ New 
Harmony.” 
So on Mary 26, 1825 Frederick 
Rapp became the last of the

By 1892 there were only 
thirty-five left and five years 
later the number had dwindled 
to ten. A suit was brought to 
dissolve the order. It went as far 
as the United States Supreme 
Court. The society won, but it 
was a hollow victory because by 
1903 only four members were 
left 
The Rappites are gone but 
they have left their mark on 
Indiana forever.

First in this day and 
age of loosened morals when sex 
is for the most part tossed 
around among many people 
without regard for marriage 
this young lady if she really had 
anything going for her at all in

departments should not have to 
advertise. 
The second is that the state of 
today’s morals and journalistic 
endeavors allow for such an ad 
to be placed at all. Those of us 
who argue that sex should be 
reserved for the m arriage bed

We are often 
asked what is wrong with 
showing your feelings through a 
sexual relationship even if you 
are not married.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — An 
Indiana Senate subcommittee 
spent m ore than four hours 
Wednesday hearing testimony 
for and against a bill that aims 
to solve the problems Hoosier 
physicians face in obtaining 
malpractice insurance. 
The 
bill 
has 
passed 
the 
House. 
Sen. 
Robert 
Garton, 
R- 
Columbus, announced his sub­ 
committee would not vote on 
the bill until Monday. He said 
the full Judiciary Committee 
would also vote on it then. 
Several members of the full 
committee who are not on the 
subcom m ittee sat in on the 
hearing at various times. 
The 
bill 
would 
create 
a 
patient’s compensation board 
that would hear malpractice 
suits and make awards up to a 
basic $100,000 “ c a p ,” and 
beyond that captor catastroph­ 
ic injuries. It would eliminate 
civil jury trials in malpractice 
cases. 
Opponents attacked thfe bill 
for 
eliminating 
juries; 
for 
limiting awards; for allegedly 
providing a windfall for insur­ 
ance 
companies; 
as 
being 
special legislation for physi­ 
cians and as being based on the 
language of allegedly already 
illworking workmen’s compen­ 
sation law. 
Proponents said the measure 
is 
needed 
to 
keep 
Hoosier 
physicians in practice and in 
Indiana; to avoid a health care 
crisis; to reduce the amount of 
“defensive 
medicine” 
being 
practiced, to keep companies 
now' selling malpractice insur­ 
ance 
from 
dropping 
that 
business and to encourage more 
to sell it and to keep premiums 
for the insurance from soaring 
further. 
“This bill is a people’s bill. It 
takes care of the patients,” 
said 
Jam es 
Stewart, 
chief 
counsel for the Indiana State 
Medical Association. Stewart 
predicted that the board com­ 
posed of two physicians, two 
lawyers and two laymen would 
make 
for fewer 
“runaw ay” 
verdicts. He said lawyers now 
often 
file 
unjustified 
suits 
because they know “occasional­ 
ly lightning will strike,” and 
they will win an unm erited 
“sym pathy” 
verdict 
— 
one 
granted because the patient 
was 
hurt, 
not 
because 
the 
doctor erred. 
The expected opposition from 
trial lawyers appeared. 
Edgar 
Bayliff, 
a 
Kokomo 
lawyer, said the "cap’ in the 
bill was deceptive, and did not 
really amount to $100,000 in 
numerous cases. He said a 
nonworking wife’s death might 
bring an award of only $10,000 
and a m inor’s death less. 
Bayliff said the bill would 


provide only $50,000 for total 
permanent impairment, so if a 
worker were deemed perma­ 
nently impaired, but only 25 per 
cent, he would collect only 
$12,500, even if rendered jobless 
ever after. 
“I think it’s an anti-people 
bill,” Bayliff said. 
He said the bill would take 
away any motivation for self­ 
regulation within the medical 
profession. 
Spokesmen 
for 
the 
two 
largest writers of malpractice 
insurance in Indiana—Medical 
Protective of Fort Wayne, and* 
St. Paul Fire and M a rin e - 
denied that. 
Medical Protective executive 
vice 
president 
William 
J. 
Dav^y said numerous insurance 
companies have left the mal­ 
practice writing business. 
“There 
isn’t 
a 
company 
writing medical malpractice in 
the United States that made a 
profit last year,” he said. 
St. 
Paul’s 
spokesman 
fol­ 
lowed 
an 
opponent, 
Ellen 
Dugan, 
Indianapolis, 
whose 
testimony was full of figures 
that purported to show the 
insurance firms’ losses seem to 
be based on real amounts of 
premiums written and mythical 
amounts of 
money 
lost 
by 
lumping in pending—possibly 
never--to-be-paid — claims with 
paid ones. 
She spoke at the request of 
United Auto Workers Region 3. 
Mel 
Mosely, 
St. Paul’s 
re­ 
presentative, 
said 
half 
her 
figures were wrong. 
Indiana Insurance Commis­ 
sioner Lloyd Allen took no pro- 
or-con 
stance. 
He said 
the 


legislature ought to produce a 
bill that will solve the short­ 
term problem. He said such a 
bill should provide predictabili­ 
ty that will let insurers price 
their product; should address 
the “long-tail” 23-year statute 
of limitations that allows suits 
long after injury occurs and 
should provide some limit of 
awards. 
Sen. 
Adam 
Benjamin, 
D- 
Gary, one of the legislature’s 
acknowledged most skilled 
lawyers, said he and Sen. Rob­ 
ert Sheaffer, R-Shelbyville, 
demmed the bill as it stood 
constitutional. He said it did 
not, however, particularly ad­ 
dress the m atter of physicians’ 
qualifications. Secrecy provi­ 
sions in the bill were attacked 
by Miss Brenda Lyon of the 
indiana State Nurses Associa­ 
tion. She said those clauses 
would

review of how the bill was 
working a year from now if it 
became 
law, 
because 
the 
records would not be jxiblic.

CHICAGO (UPI) — The head 
of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation today called for a 
“reassessm ent of the highway 
situation in the nation’s rural 
areas.” 
In remarks prepared for an 
address to highway officials, 
William J. Kuhfuss, federation 
president, said the condition of 
rural roads affects the consum ­ 
er as well as farm ers and 
businessm en. 
He pointed out that increased 
transportation 
costs 
have 
a 
direct bearing on the costs of 
food and clothing. 
“Without question, we need a 
reassessm ent of the highway 
situation in the nation’s rural 
a rea s,” he said. “So far as we 
are concerned, we know that 
the backbone of the transporta­ 
tion system in this country will 
be the highway system for a 
long tim e to com e.” 
Kuhfuss was to speak before 
the M ississippi Valley Confer­ 
ence of State 
Highway and 
Transportation officials at the 
LaSalle Hotel. 


He said the farm bureau is in 
favor of com pleting the inter­ 
state 
highway- system 
and 
opposes current efforts to break 
up the highway trust fund to 
use 
the 
money 
for 
other 
purposes. 
“We think these funds should 


continue to be dedicated to the 
upgrading of the overall high­ 
w ay system ,” he said. 
Kuhfus 
said 
the 
railroad 
system probably is the weakest 
link in the entire transportation 
chain, and that recom m enda­

and 
reorganization of the Northeast- 
Midwestern rail system s are 
acceptable to farm ers. 
“Most important, he said, “it 
would avoid partial or com plete 
nationalization.
